London, Juno 14. — The Houho of Com- 
mons debated this ovening tho estate duties, 
as proposod in tho budget. Sir G. Badon- 
Powell, Conservative for thoKirkdale divis- 
ion of Liverpool, moved an amondmont to 
tho effect that in case of property held 
abroad tho amouut of any doe.th duties paid 
in the country in which the property was 
aituatod should ba deducted from tho duties 
payablo in Great Britain ; this arrangoment 
to bo effoctivo, however, only with such 
countries as mako similar oxomptions in tho 
converse caao. Sir Georgo rebutted Sir 
William Harcourt's contention that 
taxing property hold in tho col 
onieu did not interfere with the 
autonomous rights of tbo colonies. Ho 
argued that Buch taxation was likely to 
cauao friction and eventually retaliation 
Robert T. Roid, solicitor gonoral for Scot 
land, defondod tho budget on the part of 
the government. He Baid that Sir William 
Harcourt, chancellor of tho oxchequer, was 
about to confer with the colonial agents 
concerning tho eatato duties and he appealed 
to tho house not to press the mattor any 
further at preaont. Tho question waB a 
mixed one of both law and expediency, and 
could hotter bo discussed after the 
conference. 

Rt. Hon. Henry Fowler, aecretury of 
state for India, said he did not doubt that 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer and the 
colonial agents would reach an agreement. 
At all events the question brought up by tho 
honoruble member for Liverpool could bo 
disaussed fully in tho report stage. Tho 
proposed amendment was then withdrawn

LATEST FLOOD DAMAGES. 

Complete Wreck of a Cannery— Destruction 
at Koslo— BailwajB Resuming 
Business. 

New Westminster, June 14.— (Special.) 
— The Great Northern train service was re 
sumed to-day, tho first train in threo weeka 
leaving for Seattle this morning. Tho line 
it now clear. Tho water fell four inches here 
last night, two iuches at Lingloy, and two 
feot at Katz Landing during the twenty-four 
hours ending at 2 p.m. to-day.

Pierre, S. D., June 14— A big rain visit- 
ed this sootion of tho state this ovening, 
breaking tho drought whioh has lasted for 
a month.

Aziz hold in tho public Bquaro in Rabat on 
Tuosday, a great military display, an im 
posing ceremony, tho eauivalent of a corona 
tion. Four malcontent ohiefs have been 
beheaded in Fiz, and Abdul Aziz has 
abandoned his journey to that city. It is 
reported that Mahommed, tho oldest son of 
Muloy Hassan, has gone northward to 
raise an army. 



QUINTUPLE TRAGEDY. 

A Bavarian Kills His Wife and Three 
Children and Then Hangs Himself. 

Camden, NJ., Juno 14. — A quintuple 
tragedy to-night startled Cramer Hill, a 
Buburb of this city, John KaufT.nann, a 
Bavarian, 50 years old, cut tho throats of 
his wife, RoBiua, and threo children, twin 
boys agod 5 years and a month old infant. 
Ho then deliboratoly hanged himself. The 
crime muat have boon oommitted botwoon 
a.m. yeatordny and tho Bame hour thiB 
morning; but it was not diccovorod by the 
neighbors until this ovening. Kauffman is 
thought to havo committed the deed out of 
ehoor dospondonoy.

U. S. WOOLLEN SCHEDULE. 

The Scnato Still Unable to Come to a Con- 
clusion on This Ticklish Question. 

Washington, June 14.— No progress was 
made in the senate to-day on the woollen 
schedule of tho tariff bill. The discussion 
in tho early part of the day was kopt 
closely confined to the question actually 
bofore the senate, whether raw wool shall 
bo placed on the froe list or on the dutiable 
liat, and waB of an intereating character. 

Mr. Sherman Baid that free wool waa the 
culminating atrocity of this bill. He ap- 
pealed to the Democrats to put aside politics 
and withhold this destructive blow to this 
great industry. Tho sheop raisiog and 
wool-growing industry was common to a 
greater or less extent to every state and 
territory. It was certain, he said, that the 
United States could not compote in the pro- 
duction of wool with Australia, Argentine 
and other countries where sheep raising was 
the principal industry. Unless some gov- 
ernment aid was given the farmers of the 
United States they must abandon the field. 

Mr. Mitchell, of Oregon, argued that aho 
Pacific coast would be moro injuriously of- 
foctod by freo wool than any other part of 
the oountry. Freo wool meant absolute de- 
struction to tho wool-growing industry of 
Oregon, an industry which had grown to bo 
of vast importance to the state. A large 
portion of Oregon waB moro useful for Bheop 
grazing than for any other purpose. 

Mr. Frye declared Australia could pro- 
duce enough wool to supply the entire con- 
sumption of tho United States. Australian 
wool, he said, could be laid down in New 
York for 5 cents per pound, yet it was the 
deliberate intention of the Democratic ma- 
jority to subject every farmor in tho United 
States, whether he fed his sheep six months 
of the year in Maino or allowed them to run 
wild all the year round in Toxas, to such an 
annihilatory competition from Australia. 

Mr. Lodge characterized the proposition 
to place wool on the free list as " selfish," 
" unfair, purblind and Bhort-sighted to the 
Inat degree." He waa followed by Mr, 
Toller, who expressed hia conviction that ho 
might as well apeak to the northeast wind 
as to talk to Democratic sonators on tho 
euhject of free wool, and said that the wool 
growers would understand that putting 
wool on the freo list was an attempt on the 
part of the Democratic party to placate tho 
woollen manufacturers. Mr. Hoaro char- 
acterised tho offer of freo wool to the 
woollen manufacturers aa tho apple of 
Sodom held to their lips, but which they 
roEonted and scorned. 



EZETA A PRISONER. 

The Ex-President of Salvador in the Hands 
of the Revolutionists. 

San Francisco, June 14.— Tho atoamor 
Colima arrived from Panama and way ports 
thia morning. While at Acajuolta it was 
learnod that the followers of Ezsta, ex. 
President of San Salvador, had chartered a 
Gorman steamer that waa in port and wore 
nogotiatiug for another. Tho officers of the 
Colima Bay that a considerable amount of 
troaBuro was placed on one of tho steamers 
and the goneral impression was that all 
thoso who had supported the ex-Proaident 
during the war wore about to floe for thoir 
liveB. Latest advices said that Ezata was a 
prisonor and that may have changed tho 
plana of his frionda. 

THE U. S. S. " MARION." 

One of Her Firemen Clubbed to Death by 
Chinamen. 

Valejo, Juno 14,— Tho officors of the U. 
S. steaniBhip Marion report an uneventful 
trip from Japan. They left Yokohama 
April 10 and- Honolulu May 24. After a 
week's stay there they arrived hero Juno 
12, sailing all tho way. During tho first ton 
days out heavy blows wero encountered, but 
not so aa to endanger the ship, Whilo tho 
ship waa at Hnnokow, six hundred milos up 
the rivor, Jos. Burns, a fireman, wandered 
outside tho treaty limits of tho town, nnd it 
is presumed waa killed by tho natives. Tho 
body was found tho next day. An autopsy 
showed death to have boon caused by club- 
bing.

The evi- 
denco adduced waa totho same effect 
as at the inquest except that it was vory 
much restricted. Tho case waa remanded 
for a week as one or two witnesses wore not 
on band. Lobb has completely recovered 
from the effects of his prolonged drinking 
bout and is now in a natural condition and 
terribly grieved over tho sad affair but un. 
able to throw any light upon tho matter. 

Another school trustee election iB now 
necessitated by tho resignation of Dr. E. A. 
Praeger, who loaves for California on Satur- 
day. Tho nomination takes place on Tuos- 
day next and tho oleotion, if any, the fol- 
lowinc Friday. 

F. W. league's poultry journal, the Brit- 
ish Columbia Fancier, devotod to tho poul- 
try raising interest, gives promise of a very 
successful career. 

The finding of tho coroner's jury in tho 
fire inquest was exactly what might have 
been expected. Whilst a vast amount of 
evidence was taken, very little of it wa3 at 
all relevant. Owiug to D. C. McKenzie's 
insinuation that tho fire might have been 
caused by the carelessness of the elootrio 
light people, tho investigation was pro- 
longed considerably, Mr. Simpson, solici- 
tor for Mr. Joseph Hunter, boing 
intent upon disproving this allega- 
tion. In this he was entirely successful. The 
only roally trustworthy evidenco was that 
given by fireman Cessford and ho was posi- 
tive as to the time and place of the origin 
of the fire. The coroner in his remarks to the 
jury instructed them that whatever conclu- 
sions they might come to with regard to the 
cause of the fire, ho thought that they would 
be compelled to exouoratu tho electric light 
people from any charge of carelessness. 

NORTH BEND. 

North Bend, Juno 14. — This afternoon 
while Fred. McDermad, a brakeman, was 
engaged in coupling an engine to a flat car 
loaded with timbor, his head was jammed 
betweon 'the tender and a stick of timbor 
which protruded too far out from the end of 
the car. Ho waa instantly killed. He 
came here from Scotland. 



PROVINCIAL POLITICS. 

Meetings Held and Some That Are to 
Come. 

A well attended meeting of the North 
Victoria electors was held on Saturday laBt 
in the achoolhouse, Burgoyne Bay, whou 
Mr. Booth guvo an admirable address upon 
provincial politics, explaining in a lucid and 
satisfactory manner how the policy of the 
present administration was advancing the 
baBt interests of the Province, in contrast 
with the narrow, unprogrossive attitude as- 
sumed by tho opposition. Referring to the 
government's effort to open up the country 
by ra'!wS.ys and roads, for tho development 
of ito mineral resources, and for the benefit 
of settlors, Mr. Booth showed vory conclu- 
sively how tho stand taken by the govorn- 
mont on tho Nukuep &. Slocan last eeBaion 
had been for tho real good of the Province 
and only for irs good. After touching on 
the general questions before the people, Mr. 
Booth on the conclusion of his ablo speech 
was very heartily applauded, the great bulk 
of the audience boing evidently heartily in 
accord with him. 

Capt. Robertson, tho opposition candi- 
date, was thon given a hearing. He trotted 
out the usual stock arguments of tho oppo- 
sition on tho parliament buildings and Chi- 
nese questions, and even assorted that tho 
present depression was due to the govern- 
ment His reception was decidedly cool. 
Mr. Fred Ford criticized Mr. Robertson's 
remarks on tho Chinese question, and tho 
meeting cloeod with a vote of thanks to the 
chairman, Mr. A, Wilson. 

Political meetings will be held at Ganges 
Harbor, Salt Spring island, on Saturday 
afternoon, tho 16th inst. , at '.i o'clock; at 
Galiuno island on Monday afternoon, at 3 
o'clock, at tho echoolhouse ; at Mayno 
iBland schoolhouse at 7 o'clock the samo 
evening ; and at Tender island hall on Wed- 
nesday afternoon, tho 20th inst., at 3 
o'clock. Mr. Booth and Mr. Robertson will 
both bo present at those meetings. 

This evening the electors of South 
Nanaimo district will have tho opportunity 
of listening to the Premier, who is to ad- 
dress a mooting iu tho Cedar district Insti- 
tute hall. This will be tho first meeting 
held in tho district in tho intorest of the 
government, and will no doubt bo well at- 
tended. 

There was a vory slim audienco at tho 
opposition mooting laBt Saturday at Ottor, 
in Langloy municipality, to hear Mr. 
Thos. Forster speak. Lobb than thirty 
people wore present, and the mooting waa 
deoidedly a failure. Mr. Forster spoko for 
an hour attacking tho government polioy 
genorally.

ITALY'S NEW CABINET. 

Reorganization of the Administration — 
Changes In the Government's Fiscal 
Programme. 

Rome, J UDe 14. — Tho newspapers of this 
oity have confirmed the report that tho 
oabinet reorganization has been completed 
by Signor Bozalli becoming minister of fin- 
anoe, in place of Signor Sonnino, who will 
have the portfolio of minister of tho treas- 
ury. Signor Damiannia replaces Signor 
Bozelli as minister of husbandry. The new 
cabinet will appear in parliament to-mor- 
row. In the opinion of prominent politi- 
cians the government will abandon the pro- 
posed inoreaso of tho land tax, maintain tho 
tax on rentes and give a pledge of economies 
in all the public aorvices, including the 
army, to (he extent of 20,000,000 lire. 

TRADE UNDIMINISHED. 

Tho British Chancellor of the 'Exchequer on 
tho Business Outlook. 

London*, June 14 —The annual banquet 
of tha London Chamber of Commerce was 
held last night. Sir Albort Rollit presided. 
The guests numbored 200 and inoludod Sir 
William Harcourt, chancellor of the ex- 
chequer ; the U. S. Ambassador, the Presi- 
dent of tho Board of Trade, Lord Charles 
Beresford and Sir George Baden-Powell. 
Sir William Harcourt, in his speech in re- 
gard to the trado of tho country, said that 
tho volume was undiminished, and that it 
was a marvel that tho United Kingdom had 
so safely emerged from tho depression of 
1893.

Nine Britiah soldiors have boon attacked 
with the disease, and the military author- 
ities are taking extraordinary precautions 
to provont its further spread among the 
troops. Tho loading Chinese residents are 
removing tooso of tho Bufferers who aro will- 
ing to go to Canton on board Chinese gun- 
buats. The exodus of natives oontinues.

OPPOSITIONISM. 

Tho Times is driven to dosporato straits 
for material which will serve to distort the 
remarks of a political opponent, when it 
passes by a fairly accurate report in an 
organ of its own political side, and whilst 
publishing do report whatever itself, picks 
out a confused and palpably inaccurate 
sentence in another journal and builds 
upon it a fabrication which tho report of its 
confrere in politics would show to havo no 
foundation. 

Tho confused passage which tho Times 
quotes is from tho report of the Westminster 
News of Premier Davie's speech at New 
Westminster on Tuosday cveniug last, and 
is as follows : 

Tho opposition voted and spoke against 
this (redistribution) bill, but did they Bug 
gest any improvement? Whon a member is 
given a conatituency it is hard to take the 
representative awuy. Whon the bill wus 
being diBcussed, Messrs Cotton and Brown 
said : •' Let Alberni be retained, and as for 
old Cariboo, give her a chance " 

Mr. Brown attempted to deny this, but 
Mr. Divio pointed out that over a year ago 
he hud made the same statement, and it had 
never been denied. (Cheers.) They did 
not deny it then, for it cannot be denied. 

Thoy thought that by not objecting to 
these constituencies retaining their repre 
aentation, there might be a chance of their 
returning opposition members, but they 
reckoned without their hoBt. (Loud ap- 
plause ) 

The extraot (which is all that the Times 
gives) is simple nonsense. In one pari Mr 
Davie is made to speak of a discussion upon 
the redistribution bill, which could not have 
takon place bofore last session, as tho bill 
was only brought down then ; in another 
part it is shown that he ia speaking of a 
discussion which took placo more than a 
yoar ago, and which of course could not 
havo beon the discussion upon the redistri 
bution bill, which was not until the follow 
ing eossion. The reporter has evidently 
failed to grasp the meaning ot the speaker. 

Not so, however, with tho Ncws-Advor- 
tiser, which tho Times' writer had before 
him whon ho pennod his distorting article, 
nor with the World, both of which journals 
publish reports singularly a'.iko, and ex- 
pressing with fair accuracy what the Pre- 
mier said. Hero are the roports of the 
World and tho Nowa-Advortistr: 

" T11H WOULD." 

You aro awaro that Messrs. Cotton and 
Brown had expressed themselves in the 
houBe favoring tho rotention of tbo repre- 
sentation aa it exiated by Alborni, tho 
Islands and Cariboo— pocket boroughB, 
although thoy called them. Yet tho gentle- 
men he had named, for purposes best known 
to theniBelvos, had advocated the rotontion 
of a member. (Applause.) 

Mr. Brown— I did not. 

Mr. Divie— Ho denies it, eh ? It was not 
denied laat yoar. 

Mr. Brown — You know that it is falsa. 
(Applauso. ) 

Mr. Davie — No, sir. My remarks are in 
print and wore not denied last year, and 
cannot bo deniod. 

A Voioo — Read them. 

Mr. Davie — Yes, sir, I can road them. 

Amidst tromendous cheering Mr. Davio 
producod a copy of the printed report of his 
speech on tho 10th of May, 1S9I1, and road 
tho following : " In tho houao of aasombly 
Mr. Brown and Mr. Cotton claimed to wish 
to act with tho government in bringing dowu 
a fair measure of redistribution. Thoy say, 
lot us havo representation according to pop- 
ulation. Thoy want to cut off tho country 
districts— poekot boroughs thoy call ihom. 
Tho two smallest of theBO country conntitu- 
encies aro Alberni and tho Islands. Yet, 
■would you believe that both Mr. Brown 
and Mr. Cotton in tho legislative 



assembly advocated tho Islands and 
Alberni retaining their representa- 
tives, and the same with Cariboo. A 
nice bait to hold out to theso people. Their 
insincerity wus shown by thoir professions." 
Now, Mr. Brown was present ; why did ho 
not deny it then? It cannot truthfully bo 
denied. He never deniod it. Every mem- 
ber in the house heard him. Why did you 
not deny it ? (No answer from Mr. Brown, 
and great oheere.) Mr. Brown ond Mr. Cot- 
ton knew perfectly well whut they were do- 
ing, and by speaking in that mannor they 
thought they would take away tho allogi 
ance of tho members for Cariboo, the Islands 
and Alberni, and so hoped to hamper the 
government in bringing about redistribution. 
But they rockoned without their host. 
(Hoar, hoar! and cheers.) 

THE " NEWS -ADVERTISER." 

Did they not know perfoctly well that 
whilst they were crying out againat pocket 
boroughs there wau Mr. Cotton in tho houBe 
and Mr. Brown who assorted that both 
Alberni and the islands should ho permitted 
to retain their representation and reduce old 
Cariboo ? 

Mr. Brown hero deniod this. 

Mr. Davie — "Ho denies it, oh ? It was 
not denied last year." 

Mr, Brown — " You know that it is fulso.' 
(Applause.) 

Mr. Davie — " No sir. My remarks are in 
print and were not deniod luat year and 
cannot bo denied." 

A Voice—" Read them." 

Mr. Davio — " Yes, sir, I can road them," 
which he did accordingly. If his statoment 
was untrue it was not deniod at that time 
Those were tho conditions under which tho 
government stood. If tho represontativea 
from Cariboo, tho ono from the Ialand and 
tho ono from Alberni had walked over to 
tho other side would not tho government 
havo beon powerless to introduco any redia 
tribution bill ? And that was what Mr 
Brown and Mr. Cotton know, and 
with that idea made a promiso which 
they could not fulfill, making a bid for tho 
Bupport of thoso places and thought bo to 
hamper the government, but they reckoned 
without thoir host. Thoy did not know tho 
loyalty of those gontloinon who support tho 
government. (Hooting.) Thoso members 
roso abovo sectional considerations and 
voted for a fair measure, and thut was tho 
kijd of support which this Government had, 
and it was with this honest support that 
they were enabled to bring down a juBt bill. 

It ts perfectly clear from both or either of 
theso reports that Hon. Mr. Davio 's refer 
once to tho inducements held out by Messrs, 
Brown and Cottou, to the member for Al 
berni and others, was to what had occurred 
moro than a year before and to which ho 
had made roferenco at a public meeting hold 
in New Westminster on May 10, 1S93. 
And it is well within the remembrance of 
all who followed the proceedings of tho Leg 
iBlature during tho session of 1893, that Mr. 
Brown and Mr. Cotton^did both advocate 
leaving the representation of Alberni, tho 
IaUnds and Cariboo unchanged. Everyono 
could perceive thoir insincerity at a glance, 
and it was promptly exposed in tho houao, 
but wo are somewhat surprised that a 
gentleman who professes Bomo regard for 
his word, like Mr. Brown, should come, for 
ward and deny so well authenticated a 
statement — especially in faco of the fact 
that when taxed with it upwards of a year 
ago, on a public platform, ho nover attempted 
to contradict it. 



UNITY OF OPINION. 

Any sensible man who contemplates tho 
destruction of property whioh the recent 
floods have caused must come to tho 
conclusion that a repetition of the disaster 
must, if it is possible, bo provonted. He 
will, when he considers the matter, seo that 
this ia not likely to bo done by private on 
torprise. The work ia of such an extent and 
Buch a nature that private onterpriae, in the 
present condition of tho country, is not 
likely to undertake it, and if it did under- 
take it it would not bo able to accomplish 
the work as thoroughly as the preservation 
of property in the valloy of the 
Fraser requires. Wo are glad to boo 
that sensible men have, apparently 
without concert, como to thoso conclusions. 
At tho mooting of the Board of Trade dele- 
gates held in New Westminster on Tuesday 
the Hon. Mr. Davie, apropoB of applying to 
the Dominion Governmont for aid, Baid : 

Ho was glad that they endorsed the uction 
of tho government. They also took it into 
their hands to writo Sir John Thompson that 
if tho Dominion government would institute 
a perfect aoheme of reclamation tho Province 
was prepared to co-operate with them 
The matter should ba done in tho most 
thorough manner and tho beat practical 
knowledge Bhould bo brought to bear on 
tho aubject. It was not the time to be 
thinking only of our prosent necessities, 
for there were thousands of acres of 
highly fertile lands, and the homes of 
hundreds of settlers now under tho waters 
but if u proper scheme of dyking is carried 
through wo shall ho ablo to retain tho 
prosperity that has and will attend farming 
along tho Frasor river. (Choers. ) If wu 
were to ask tho Dominion government only 
for temporary usaistance in tho matter, we 
should be throwing away our trump curd 
mid loso tho hope of their undertaking that 
necessary Bchenie of reclamation which is at 
present too large for tho Province to under 
takn itself. If this is dono wo shall hoar no 
more of floods like thoso of 18S2, 1S8G, 
and unfortunately 1894, as thoso who know 
it best say it can ho done, although the 
work would bo an exponaive undertaking 
Tho Dominion government was interested 
and had a duty in the matter as owning tho 
land and as having authority over tho navig 
able river. In the intoreats also of our greut 
nationil highway the C.P.R., something 
needed to be done. Ho could not estimate 
how much it would coat, but suppose it 
would amount to §1,000,000 it is not beyond 
the Province and tho Dominion to carry it 
out and tho oxpending of this sum will bo a 
paying investment. 

At tho same mooting, Mr. J. D. Munn 
movod and Mr. John Hendry sooondod the 
following resolution : 

Whereas tho present ovorflow of the 
Fraaor rivor has inundated a largo area of 
the agricultural lands of tho Fraaor River, 
and caused groat loss and suffering 
the settlers upon thorn ; and 
wheroas a largo quantity of land 
within that aroa is ownod by tho Domin- 
ion government ; and wheroas tho preserva- 
tion of the propor channel of the rivor 
will require a thorough system of dyking 
undor tho control of tho Federal or Provin- 
oial government, or of both combined; and 
whereas tho jurisdiction on tho Frasor rivor 
bolongB to thu Dominion government and not 
tho Provincial government ; therefore, it is 
t he opinion of this meoting that tho Dominion 
governmont shouldundertako tho OBtablishing 



of a thorough and permanent system of dyk- 
ing the Baid lands at tho earliest possible 
time with such assistance as tho Provincial 
governmont may bo ablo to blford. 

An artiole in the News-Advertiser on tbo 
Conference of tho Boards of Trade and the 
Government contains the following para- 
graph : 

In a matter of this kind it ie, of courso, 
impossible to decido on and adopt instantly 
the beat method to bo followed. Indood, a 
hasty stop, without careful consideration, 
might not merely involvo largo expenditures 
without commensurate results, but actually 
frustrate tho accompliahment of what is 
aimed at. The first step ia to formulate 
a general plan of action and give assur- 
ance to those most diroctly concerned 
that tho problem will bo completely 
solved and the protection of tho largo areas 
of land liable to ovoiflow bo as thoroughly 
assured as is tho case in other countries, tho 
people of which have hud to deal with 
Bimilur questions. Tho joint action of the 
Dominion and Provincial governments, 
wisely directed with tho meana and appli- 
ances at thoir command, oan easily carry 
out the undertaking und while the owners 
of lands thua reclaimed may reasonably bo 
oxpeuted to contribute to tho cost, tho bur- 
den on them will bo far less than it Iiub boon 
iu tho caso of such onterprisos curried out 
on the system that has beon in vogue iu tho 
Province in tho p.»st. 

Hero wo find a consensus of opinion on a 
subject of groat importunco which is very 
rare. It is to bo hoped that this ugreemcnt 
in opinion will bo followed by unity of ac- 
tion. If men of all shades of political opin- 
ion in all sections of the Provinco co-oporato 
cordially in devising; meana to protect tho 
lands and works in tho valley of the Fruaer 
from destruction by flaod thoro can bo no 
doubt that an effsotual Byatom will be 
selected and carried out.

ITALY'S EXTREMITY. 

Italy is in a deplorublo condition. The 
people havo lost faith in the integrity and 
tho "patriotism of i to leading public men. 
Tho bank scandals have boen to Italy what 
the Panama frauds were to Franco. They 
showed that tho political world was stoeped 
in corruption and that it is impossible for tho 
people to know whom to trust. M. Crispi 
became Premier ut a time when tho whole 
country was in a ferment. Tho changes ho 
proposed wero receivod with suspicion by 
tho irritated people and he soon found that 
it was impossible for him to rotain office. 
On a question of but little importance ho 
had so small a majority that ho consid- 
ered it his duty to place his resigna- 
tion in the hands of the King. 
The Governmont had been but fivo months 
in power, and us it was compelled to add to 
the burden of taxution to ba borno by tho 
alroady overburdened people, it had become 
exceedingly unpopular. 

It is not surprising that tho Italian peoplo 
protest againBt any increase of taxation for 
any purpose whatever. Thoy are tho most 
heavily taxed people in Europe. They are 
compelled by the Government to maintain 
establishments altogether disproportioned 
to their means. Their navy und their army 
ore kept up at a cost of $85,000,000 a year. 
Their debt haa become enormous. It 
amounts to somewhere about $2,500,000, 
000 ; and in spite of the vory hoavy taxa- 
tion thero has boen for a long time an aver- 
age deficit of $-.'0,000,000 a yeur. 

It is not difficult to seo that to govern a 
country in such a condition as Italy is at 
tho present moment is no easy matter. 
Her rulers do not see their way to lessen 
the expenditure of tho state to any consid- 
erable extent. They believe that tho safety 
of tho country depends upon her keeping 
her rank among tho military powers of 
Europe. If they uceommodated their ex- 
penditure to their means, Italy would im- 
mediately loso her status among tho nations, 
and it may be, lall a proy to one or other of 
the powerful nations by which she ia sur- 
rounded. It is bolieved that one of the con- 
ditions ot hor existence as a nation 
is that Bhe remain qualified to 
bo a member of the poworful alli- 
ance which haB been formed to keep 
tho peace in Europe. To qualify her for 
this position the people havo been ground 
down by taxation to an extent th.it happier 
peoplo have no idea of. And this sumo 
supposed necessity makes retrenchment an 
imposaibility. 

It is evident, however, that thia state of 
things cannot go on for over. Tho time will 
como when Italy muat cither reduce her ex- 
penses or become bankrupt. Tho peoplo 
muat obtain relief by some constitutional 
means or they will seek it byways that will 
not tend to cither her power or her great- 
ness. Italy needs a atatosmuu of groat 
ability und intense patriotism, but aa yot, 
if ho lives, ho doea not give any eign of hia 
oxistenco.

BEFORE THE FLOOD, 

Discovery of a Pine bog Which Must'.SHave 
Been In Eilstenco When Noah En- 
tered tho Ark, 

Seattle, June 14.— List week pieces of 
resin and wood were struck in Newcastle 
coal vein No. 4, 2.000 feet under ground und 
now tho miners ore at work getting out 
a troo, a solid everlisting log of stone 
which antedates Noah's ark, for thoro is a 
perfectly formed fir log lying imbedded in 
rock and coal over one-third of a mile under 
thesurfaooof thoearth. Tho bark is probably 
six or seven inches thick and tho peculiar 
characteristic murkB of fir bark show very 
plainly. Tho specimens of tho wood are 
even more clearly marked by tho annual 
layera and wood fibors, and though aolid 
rock look ao natural that they appear aa if 
they would readily yield to a pin stuck 
against them. 

In the cool crevasses near by aro found 
great quantities of reuin, as beautifully 
clear and ambor colored as if it had been 
picked from u standing treo. Thore ia no 
telling how long that log of rock is, but its 
diameter shows that it muat havo been 24 
inches through tho wood, and must there- 
fore have been originully 150 feot in height. 
It ia probable that a pieoe not larger than a 
ton or two will be mised to the surfaco, but 
tho miners ure ut work getting out ua largo 
u pieco us possible. The log in places iB 
coated with a white ineruatation of matter 
of which stalactites are formed, the result of 
tho action of wutor on limestone.

JBOItNE TO THE GRAVE. 



JJemaiiis of tho Late Chief Justice 
Beg-bie Accorded Their Last 
Houors. 



Imposing Public Funeral- Service in 
St John's Chnrch-At Rest 
at Last.

Hia life's labors dono and duties ended, 
the body of Sir Matthew Baillio Begbie, 
Knight, Chiof Justice of British Columbia, 
now lies at rest within the tomb. With 
publio honors and amid widespread regret 
tho last farewell was taken yo.terday. A 
very large number of people attended tho 
funeral, all olassos of aociety beiDg repre- 
sented. 

According to arrangements which had 
previously been announced, tho procession 
left tho house at half-past two. Long beforo 
that hour numbers of people had gathered, 
and tho preparations for the lino of march 
wero mado speodily and well. The urraugo- 
moots woro admirable, and woro carried out 
perfectly in overy rospeot. 

At hulf-pabt two u shrill buglo note an- 
nounced thnt tho aolemn march hud begun. 
At the head rodo tho marshal, Superintend- 
ent F. S. Iiussoy, and assistant murshals, 
Chief Shoppurd uud Sargaunt L*ngley. 
Then came a detachment of tho city and 
provincial polico. Tho band of tho B. C- 

G. A. followed, and behind thorn walked 
the members of the Pioneer Society, the 
St. Andrew's and Caledonian Society and 
the Ancient Order of Forestora. Tho fire 
brigade, in uniform, marched next. 

Heading tho military part of the proces- 
sion camo tho Royal Arthur band, loading a 
dotachmontof ISOmon of tho B.CB.G.A. un- 
der Capt. Smallfield, with Lieutenants 
Poarse, Robb Monro and Jameson. Twenty 
mou of the Royal Engineers, under Lieut- 
enant Gordon, and fifty-four men of tho 
Royal Marino Artillery, under Lioutenant 
Barnes, formed the renmindor of tho mili- 
tary. Tho men curried aide arms only, and 
looked noat und trim. Major Rawatorne, 
R.M.A., was in command of all the troops. 

Tho hearso, drawn by six horses, was at- 
tended by tho pall-bearers : Hon. A. N. 
Richards, Q C, Aid. D R. Harris, Hon. J. 
S. Helmoken, M.D., W. C. Ward, Hon. J. 

H. Turner, Hon. Theodore Duvio, Q C, 
premier ; Hon. C. E. Pooloy, Q C ; Mr. 
JuBtico Drake. Mr. Justice McCreignt and 
Mr. Justico CreoBe. 

Tho carriage with tho ohief mourners, 
Hon. P. O'Roilly und Dr. O. M. Jones, fol- 
lowed immediately after tho hoarse, preced- 
ing tho officiating clergy— tho Rt. Rev. 
Bishop of Columbia und Rov. Peroivnl 
Jenns. 

Hia Honor tho Lieutenant-Governor and 
Roar Admiral Stephenson occupied tho 
next carriigo, Mr. Jacob (the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor's secretary) and Mr. 
Potoh, of the Royal Arthur, coming 
noxt, and Rt. Rov. Bishop Lommona und his 
clergy wore in tho following carriage. The 
Naval otlicerB in full uniform had the next 
placo. Thoy wore Cupt. Tronojo, Com- 
mandor Stokes, Capt. May, Lieutenant 
Nicholson, Lieutenant Dewey, Lioutenant 
Hornby, Lieutenant Honeugo, Stuff Com- 
mander Hummond, Lieutenant Raby, Col. 
Burrowes, R M.L I., Lieutenant Collard, 
R.M.L.I., and Dr. Oxlt-y. Next oame 
officers of the B.CB.G.A., these being 
Mijor Quinlan, Surgeon Husell and Lieu- 
tenants Surgison und Williams. 

In the long line of carriages which fol- 
lowed wero Mr. Speaker Higgina and mem- 
bers of the legislative assembly, tho mom- 
hers of the bur, who attended in a body, aa 
did alao tho law atudenta, tho Vancouver 
bar being represented by Messrs. L. G. Mo- 
Phillips, Q.C., A. St. G. Hamoraley and 
John Campbell ; tho profession of Nanaimo 
by Mr. H. A. Simpson; and of WestminBter 
by Mesara. E. A. Jenns and A. J. MoColl. 

Mr. D. Oppenheimer, ox-mayor of Van- 
couver ; His Worship Mayor Teuguo, Polico 
Magistrate Macrae, many of tho Bourd of 
Trade, including Vico President Ronouf and 
Sjorotary E. Elworthy ; Collector Milno 
and other representatives of tho Dominion 
civil service, besides muuy of tho provincial 
service, woro present, und thon cumo u long 
line of carriuges containing private citizens. 

Slowly along Vancouver stroot tho pro- 
ceeaion marched to the aouud of mournful 
dirges played by tho banda und tho aolemn 
tolling of belle from tho ohurch steeplos and 
firo hulls. Crowds of spectators linod the 
sidewalks of tho streets through which the 
cortege pussed. Turning into Yatea atroot and 
passing along to Douglas, tho halt was made 
at St. John's church. 

InBido tho church tho ohoir and ourplioed 
clergy awaited tho arrival of tho procossion, 
while Mr. Geo. Paulino played softly modu- 
lated music on the organ. Tho chancol, 
pulpit and choir rails wore draped in mourn 
ing dreaa while beautiful ferna and foliage 
plants lined tho way to the altar steps bo- 
fore which a mugnificent fern sproud its 
feuthery leaves. Creases of roBes and pop- 
pies hung above. The well known seat 
which he for whom thoy mourned had bo 
often occupied, wan draped in black und at 
ita head was sot a lovely oroso of passion 
flowers thoughtfully placid by tho hands of 
MrB. and Miss Jeuns, Tho clergy in attend- 
ance wero tho Bishop of Columbia, tho 
Ven. Archdeacon Soriven, Rev. Canon 
Bjunluuda, R-V. Canon Puddon, Rov. E. F. 
Lipscomb, Rov. T. Howotson, Rev. W. D. 
Barber and Rov. H. H. Marwood, the flag- 
ship's choplain. 

Outside, a buglo sound wua heard and 
thon tho doora on tho Fisgurd street 
ontranco wero thrown open, und tho organ 
sounded Chopin's funeral march. Then 
through tho black-draped door, where 
stood" tho rector, Rbv.

Aftor tho UBual paulm, chanted by 
tho choir, tho hymn "JuBt as I am" was 
sung, and the service closed with tho hymn 
" I hoard tho voico of Jesus say." Rev. 
Porcival Jenns condubiod tho sorvico. Then 
aa the organ swollod in tho laBfc magnificent 
strains of tho " Doad March in Saul,' 1 she 
casket wus oarriod from the church and 
placed in tho hearBe for tho lust journoy to 
tho cemetery. 

Aguin tho buglo sounded, and tho pro- 
cession took its way along Blunchard street, 
Burdotto avenue, Bollot and Cook Btroots, 
and tho Fuirfiold road to Roaa Bay corns- 
tery. 

At tho comotory tho head of tho line 
haltod, tho soldiors oponod rank and tho 
hoarso passed through. At the vuult the 
closing words of the burial sorvice wero ut- 
tored by tho rector of St, John's, and then 
tho mortal remains of Sir Matthew Bogbio 
woro lowered to their lust resting placo to 
return " Earth to earth, dust to dust, 
ashes to ashoa." 

The benediction woa pronounood by tho 
Biahop of Columbia, tho vault waa closed 
und all waB ovor. 

Many woro tho boautiful wreaths and 



offerings of flowers sent by friends, by the 
law students, and othera. Tho arrange- 
menta of tho proccrBion were admirably 
carried out by Mr. Hayward. 

Tho bar mot in the oourt houRe yesterday 
morning and unanimously passed the resolu- 
tion of oondolenoo prepared by tho special 
committoe appointed ior that purpose, and 
whioh was as bolow:

' HiB removal takes away ono of tho moat 
prominent figures connected with tho oarly 
history of thta Province, a man whoso strong 
individuality and uprightness havo left a lim- 
ing impress upon ovury branch of our ludiclul 
system. 

"At a period when firmness and discretion 
In tho administration of justice woro most 
needed, hia wiee and fearless action aa a juilgo 
oansedthe law to bo honored and obeyed in 
every iiuuitor. 

"When tho BOttlemcnt o' the country nd- 
vancod. and tho noccsHltv for preventing law- 
less outbreaks became loss frequent, ho, us tho 
Chief Justtaoof our supreme Court, manifested 
un ability which showed that hia intollectnal 
faculties woro as keen and aotlve as hia charac- 
ter waa a> able and comnmtidlng 

"Ho whs a man of scholarly attainment', and 
his versatility of talent evoked the admiration 
of all who oame in contact Wll h hirn. 

"Asu judi?o. the tendency of hiH thought waa 
eminently logical, hia judgment waspr'Hipt 
und decisive, his integrity was never unes- 
tloned. 

" Hia privatn life waa in every way worthy 
of his public position. Plain and ■unassuming 
In manner, court ooua and dignified In hia aiiooch, 
loyul to hia con paulons, linn in hia friendships, 
of a generous and sympathetic nature, un- 
ostentatiously good and silently charitable, ho 
will ho missed not only by his professional 
ussoclatoa, but by many who knew htm only as 
a kind and Btoadfaflt friend 

"Holms departed from us full of yours and 
honor*, but hia memory will remain aa that of 
one whoao judicial cureor bus been without 
stain, and whose personal worth has won our 
deepest rcspoct and Direction."" 

Telegrams from tho bar of Vancouvor, 
Westminster and Nanaimo woro alao road. 

Tho executors of the lato Chiof Justice's 
will aro Messrs. C E. Pooley, Q. C. , D. R. 
Harris and W. C. Ward. The provisions 
of tho will aro not publio, aa the document 
has not yot boon read.

TliA.DE WITH FIJI. 

Expectations In TIioho Islands Consequent on 
the Connection With TIiIb Dominion. 

(From tho Fiji Times.) 

So far bs the running of tho boats of the 
Canadian Pocidc line has resulted in oonnoc 
tion with tho trado likely to spring up juat 
now with Fiji, the short experience onjjyed 
has demonstrated that pine apploa, cocoa 
nuts and peanuts find a favorable outlet 
Enterprise haB yot to be exhibited in regard 
to tea and it is aomowhat a matter for sur 
priBe that at least somo of thone interested 
in that industry h ..'0 not yet aont forward 
a trial shipment in order to test the market, 
Same few boxes have been consigned, but 
the Bhipmenta have boon too insignificant in 
quantity to enable possible purchasers to 
arrive at a thoroughly sound ido* of the 
product, and tho outcome which miy bo 
anticipated. Wore samples forwarded in 
bulk Buoh aa would enablo the articlo to be 
introduced in tho uutnoroua cities of the 
Dominion, Bomethiog like consequences 
might follow. Romarka of a similar char- 
acter may be applied to other matters 
which, as yet, have not beon tried at all 

Leaving, for the moment, this portion of 
the subject, reference may be made to thoso 
imports which it is known will pay. Among 
thoae, timber will figuro largely, while 
salmon, brought in ico, and tinned 
fruita will have a market. Frozen 
meats from New South Wales will 
alao be a conaiderable foaturo. Uer 
tainly that haa nothing to do with im- 
ports from British Columbia ;• but had 
it not been for tho institution of the steam 
service, with tho appliances for carrying ami 
landing carcasses in perfeot condition, we 
Bhould not have heard of the rioting Up 01 
cold chambers in Suva for the reception of 
the moat and other articles so brought. At 
least if tho project had been hoard of — as, in 
fact, it waa years buck — that would have 
boen the last of it. Now it may bo regarded 
as almost an accomplished fact. 

What benefit that will provo to tho public 
at large remains to be seen, It iB stated 
that bettor moat, from animals fed on more 
luxurious pauturo than is afforded by the 
runa in tho vicinity of Suva, will bo tho ro 
suit. No rumor has been bruited abroad 
that prices will bo less. That, however, is 
yet to como ; and tho earlier tho cheering 
newB the moro welcome to consumers and 
the more thorough their appreciation of the 
advantagea of the line. 

Hut if the steamers can cirry meat, can 
they not also carry bananas by meanB of tho 
samo process. Tno experiment can only be 
succeBaftilly made by shippers taking caro 
that the bunches sent aro in proper condi- 
tion when put on board. Thoso interested 
are fully capablo to comprehend the position 
and will no doubt be prepared to comply 
with the necessary conditions. They fought 
battles with other carrying companies until 
they attained that which they deBired. 
With tho line referred to there aro no 
battles to fight. All that haa to bo done is 
to evince similar determination in regard to 
the fitness of the oxport. That accom 
pliahed, another largo market ia open. In 
other words, another opportunity is afforded 
to add to the material wealth of the colony 
and to ita distribution among the oIbbb 
which moat noeda it— the amall producer. 



HOUSEKEEPERS' CLUBS. 

The Great Service They Would Be to Many Dis- 
couraged Heads of Households. 

KFrom tho Seattle Tolograph.) 

The preaent world ot women has no lack 
of opportunity if "clubs" an bo relied 
upon aa a means of enlightenment, ao nu- 
nieroua aro they, and covering almoat every 
interest — social, progressive and humane. 
History, poetry, music and art have their 
votaries, who assemble fortnightly, oach 
little coterie in its own way striving to 
Beeuro tho desired knowledge. For church- 
es, charities, " woman's rights " and her 
wrongs, for amueements, in fact, for every- 
thing and everywhere women have organized 
for united thought and effort. It Beems to 
"Woman's Worldand Work" that the domes- 
tic field, except in the attempt to establish 
conking BchoolB, han been lese considered 
than any other, but. then, perhaps ita pro- 
blems are more difficult to solve, and more 
powerful in influence. 

"Of what use," writes a discouragod 
housekeeper, "is a Browning club lo a 
woman with a husband and three children, 
whom the cannot make comfortable ? " And 
another Bay8 : "If somebody would only 
organize a olub to help a woman livo and 
manage her homo und servants in a practi- 
cal way there would be somo sense in it." 

Doubtless these are womon, who, by re- 
peated failures in housekeeping, have bo- 
come discouraged, and perhaps their judg- 
ment has hzen perverted. But if they ihink 
that the united wisdom of many brains 
would have a tondonoy to lilt the in- 
dividual strain, and, by dearer vision, en- 
able them to meet moro successfully the 
many vexi*-lons and emergencies of i»i[y 
life, why not organize a '• housekeepers' 
club," with the membership limited to 25, 
to meet once a wook, not in thoir respective 
houses, but in a room provided; arid 860U1-, 
from interruption, Tho club members must 
bo compoaecf of serious, thoughtful women, 
who understand that the business of guiding 
tho interests of homo life is an Important 
one — nay, the most important. Each wo- 
man must pledge herself to givo in honest 
test, and bo porfeotly frank in stating her 
effortB, failures and mistakes in house- 
keeping. 

Tho woman who is always changing eer. 
vanta and fails to understand tho reason 
why must state honestly hor method i en . 
gagemout, which ia open to f rC0 comment, 
whether wisoortho oont;„ r y i If anwiso.anow 
and better way ;,iaybo suggested, tho result 
to be rep u rted for tho benefit of tho 'other 
Women after It had been given a Mr trial 
When tho week's expenses are compared the 
woman who proves hor ability as an'ecbnom- 
iac shall be requested to furbish a paper to 
be read at tho tuxt mooting, giving her plan 
in detail. ThiB will bo n rielp lirid encburago- 
mont to members leas successful in making 
the dollar yield ita full yaluo. The 
membership of tho olub miiat bo limited, 
as mentioned abovo, 'bbcauBO. it ia abao- 
lutoly necessary to * Bocurq freedom of 
SDoech and an understanding of ono anothor. 
With a largo membership this would bo im- 
possible, but nothing provents tho organi- 
sation of sovoral clubs or moro if the 
exigencies demand. Io will bo a mistake, 
'however, to select all tho mombora of any 
club from experienced housokoepors, as tho 
earuost olemont is found in womon whoso 
happiness is at Btako, and, who, from thoir 
need, aro driven to thia sourco of relief. 
This club will better eubsorve its purpose if 
it inoludo ignoraneo and knowlodgo, aa both 
are requieito for tho best results. Tnero is 
an old saying that " a good work begun will 
bo carried on," but that is no consolation 
until it ia begun.

CRISIS IN MOROCCO. 

Probability of Total Dismemberment of the 
Empire after the Death of Haley. 

tEANGIERS, June 14. — The troubles antici- 
pated as tho result ot tho death of Sultan 
Muley Hassan Boom likoly to bo serious. 
Tho soldiors of Abdul Azz are raiding the 
villages in tho vicinity of their camp. A 
French courior has been attackod and 
wounded, and mail matter intended for for- 
eign resideuts in the interior stolen. Tho 
Sultan Abdul Az /. left Rabat this afternoon 
for Fiz, aooompaniod by a Btrong force of 
troops. The B itiih gunboat Bramble has 
arrived here. Tne assassination of the Sul- 
tan of Morocco is regarded aa meaning tho 
broaking up of the empire. Muloy Hassan 
tho late Sultan, was born in 1831, and suc- 
ceeded hi* father, Sidi Mohammed, Septem- 
ber 17, 1873 His rulo was absoluto wher- 
ever ic extended. Tho empire is divided 
into three kingdoms, F<z, Tafilot 
a id Morocco, each ruled by a viceroy ap- 
pointed by tho Sultan. Each kiDgdum is 
sub-divided into departments ruled by ba- 
shaws, gonerally chosen from among tho 
favornea of tho Sultan's court, and each de- 
partment is again sub-divided into districts 
mled by cadis, selected from tho local chiof- 
tains, und to whom aro intrusted the collec- 
tion and remission of the imperial taxes. 
Kaoh functionary in thia complex syatem of 
government is animated by one and the samo 
aim — to secure aa much and yiold as littlo 
as possible, and between sultan, bashaw and 
cadi tho last penny is ground from tho help- 
less fellaheen, who cau look for comfort as 
well as happiness only in the paradiao of tho 
true believer. 

Tho soldiery excepted, Muley wbb un- 
popular with his aubjocta, wh" charged him 
with beinp friondly to the Christians, and 
reoontly ho had to contend with no less 
than five rebellions in difforent parts of his 
ompire. The Berbers, Zimoora, '/,iir, Boni- 
Hassan and many other tribes of nomads 
denied hia authority, killed hia tax-gather- 
era and looted hia caravans. Yearly ho saw 
his power weakened and his reaourcoa still 
moro Impaired, while behind tho chronio 
diaoontont lurked the constant danger of 
assassination and tho fear of Kuropean ag- 
gression. When, nine yearB aeo, serious 
illnosa for a time presaged the death of the 
Sultan, protenders to the throne (prong up 
in almoatevery province, and the total dis- 
memberment ot the empire seomed at hand. 



RUSSIAN SUBJECTS. 

The Czar's Government Maintains Its Author- 
ity Over Its Former Citizens. 

Buffalo, N. Y , June 14. —The Polhjh- 
Amorican petition in behalf of K'zvrinski, 
tho Buffalonian scut by the Russian govern- 
ment to the Siberian mice", haB been taken 
to Washington City by Attorney W. W. 
Sapperston, who will give it to Secretary 
Gresham. Tho petition contains over a 
thousand names. 

Washington City, Juno 13. — An idea of 
what may be expected in KizvrinBki's caao 
iH bold out by the cbbo of Jacob Goldatein, 
of New York, which aroae two yeara ago. 
Goldatein loft RusBia when 17 years of age, 
came to the United States and wus natural- 
izsd. He returned to Russia in 1892 with 
an American passport, and was arrested at 
Odessa. Mr. Wurtz, our chargo d'affaires, 
interceded in his behalf, but while the caso 
was pending the prisoner managed to escapo 
from Russia. A significant paragraph from 
Mr. Wurtz's report to the state department 
reads thus : 

" As you are aware, this legation haa had 
to deal with a number of caBt-a of thia char- 
acter, the result of which has been the aamc, 
a refusal of the Russian government to waivo 
its right to punish a former suhj?ct oil his 
venturing again within ita jurisdiction, for 
offenoea comniittod prior to his naturalizi- 
tion as a oitiztn or a subject of a foreign 
Htato. Tho argumonts used by us havn not 
mada lb? sliehrest impression hero and Beem 
to bo r*fcherexboUated. I shaii, of curse, 
do all in my power with them, but iiiUdt re- 
spectfully beg the department if possible to 
furnish mo with «omo now ones."

A Question or Episcopal Authority. 

Nebraska City, Neb., June 14. — Tho

Fiist tho surveying of 
avallahlo landaifor such a Ipurpojo and giving 
tho neccBeary information by the Lands and 
Works Department; second, tho making of 
roadn to audi settlements, so that the farmer 
may bo ablo to bring hia produce to market— 
BUoh a policy aa this miiat bo ndopted in orttcr 
to develop and oncourago tho (arming Industry 
of our Province. By so doing wo shall add 
much to our wealth and prosperity. 

Tho railway policy of tho Ciovornment haa 
not beon a bnsincas-llko ono. From tho lime of 
tho grant given to tho Esqulmolc & Nanaimo 
Railway down to tho NaKuap & sloean deal, 
tho intorea s of tho Province ai d tho welfare 
of tlio people havo not boon well g^u irded. tm 
tho ono hand a corporation receive) a largo 
subsidy and an Immense tract of land, freo 
from taxation forever ; on the other, a private 
company ia subsidized by guaranteeing the 
bonda to tho full coat of the rond as well aB in- 
terest on tho samo for twenty-five years. Ono 
cannot but como to tho conclusion that a Gov- 
ernment policy of such a charactor is likoly to 
bring tho credit of the Province into disre- 
pute. 

Monopolies of any kind are t o be tle-jlored ;. 
but monopolies backed by Qovi rnmeet aid and 
support aro ofton tho most dlflloult to over- 
come. Govornmeut aid to such an extent as 
haa been givon in tho Instances referred to 
precludca other roads from being assisted or 
built. Aa an instance of llila we recognize thu 
diillculty tho British Pacific Railway will havo 
in dealing with thoKsquimnlt & .Vanaimo Rail- 
way and itsoxisting rights. Thus hy the action 
of tho presont Government In the past it looks 
as if tho provinco wero at tho mercvof ring- 
Btora and monopoliata who aro do'poiling tho 
peoplo of thoir heritage. 

I am opposed to tho expeutlvcuaing its power 
to make largo appropriations of monoy by 
special warrant for roads, streets, bridges and 
public worka. without first submitting such to 
tho legislature. Such acourao of acton leuda 
to favoritism and corruption nnd is not in ac- 
cord with the principlco of constitutional gov- 
ernment. 

I havo advocated, and will continue to do so, 
tho reduction of taxation on imp nvementsand 
tho abolition of taxes on mortgages. The latter 
impost pressos doubly hind upon thn borrower, 
and tho repeal of this law would be in the in- 
ten st and for tho advan cement of tho province, 

Tho practico followed on toe evo of a gonerol 
election of promising aid lo public worka and 
inatitutiona by members of the executivo should 
bo condemned, as it ia attempting to bribo tho 
olectora with their own monoy. Tho independ- 
ent electora should answer this by sending men 
to tho Legislature who will do tnclr utmost to 
removosuch ministers from power. 

During tho past four yoirs legislation has 
boon brought about, chiefly by tho Opposition,, 
in reforming the achool Lav.-. The residents of 
tho cities havo now greater power over tho man- 
d gomont of thoir schools, and more is yot deaired 
In thia particular. I Bhall ubo my best endeav- 
ors to bring this about, bo that our Bchcols may 
be free of ah political influences, 

I havo also advocated further restriction on 
Chlneso immigration and the etnplnymont of 
Chineso by any company seeking charters or 
grants from tho Legislature. I havo advocated 
and still maintain that a clause should bo in- 
serted in all bills giving such rrivilegi-s or aid 
to prevent tho employment of this class of 
labor. 

I also havo advocated tho necessity of em- 
ploying rcBidonts of tho Provinco instead of 
non-rosidontsorforoignora in tho prosecution of 
all works or contracts let by tho Government, 

It is impossible in nn nddtess of this kind to- 
touch on all quostions nll'ecting tho Provinco. 
I hopo, however, bofore long to have the oppor- 
tunity of addreaair.g tlio electors in public 
meeting, at which time I will refer to matters 
more oxtonslvely. 

Hoping that my past record aa a roprcsonta- 
tlvo in tho Local Legialature haa been accept- 
able to you, I again aook your votes and aup- 
port.
